of Montana, one of Alberta's 
nearest neighbors. 

One of tha striking things 
discovered by a Lethbridge del 
egation which made a survey 
was that though Montana has 
only 480,000 people, compared 
with Alta 750,000 the state’s 
gasoline purchases during the 
year amounted to 99,000,000 
f ,a!lons, as against Albeita's 44,- 
000,000. 

The result is that on a seven 
cent gasoline tax bas^, Mon¬ 
tana collects about $7,000,000 
compared with Alberta's $3,000- 
000 . 

But the delegation discovered 
that hard surfaced duslless 
highways now cover practically 
trte-whole state eveni north from 
Shelby to Sweetgrass. It; is he 
lie'ved that if Alberta undertook 
a hard surfacing program, the 
additional revenue from the 
gasoline tax would soon cover 
the cost.
